DOYLESTOWN. 


The Doyleslown and Willow Grove trolley 


road lias at last found a purchase'-, which, it 
is hoped, will end the litigation that has been 
a serious handicap to the road. Tbe uew 
owner of the properly ia C. Taylor'Lelund, 
ol'Quakeriown, President of the Quukerlown 
Traction Compiiny. au energetic young rail- 
road man, now engaged in construct ing a 
trolley road trorn QuakerUiwu to Doyles- 
town. 
The purchase of the Doylestowu and 


Willow Grove line by Mr. Lelaud was a 
great, surprise here, fur when the eqaity pro- 
ceedings in progress liefore Judge Yerkes to 
determine the legality of the company's 
bonds closed last week there were two bid- 
ders before the court, John B. Sievenson, 
Jr., a large bondholder, and lieury G. Free- 
nan, Jr., a Philadelphia capitalist who has 
been dealing in real estate in and about 
Doylestown. 
Mr. Leland's purchase waa 


made very quietly. 
The road will be re 


moved from the control of the court as eoon 
us possible. 
There liaa been a great deal of 


complaint concerning the management of the 
property of late. In fact the business men 
of Philadelphia, who have summer homes 
along the Hue, became so indignant that 
sharp crilicism of the bungling manner in 
which the road has beeu operated appealed 
n the Philadelphia papers. 
This censure 


was directed toward the Bucks County Trol- 
ley Company, which waa on injustice, as the 
company has not had charge of the property 


for a long time. 
The present litigation con- 


cerning the road is for the purpose of deter- 
mining whether the bonds of the company 
now in the possession of the receivers of the 
guarantors' Finance Company, of Philadel- 
phia, should remain in possession of that 
company or be returned to the trolley com- 
pany. The Guarantors had possession of the 
bonds under a contract to furnish funds for 
the construction of the road, and it is claimed 
that this contract was not carried out, but 
that on the contrary the contractor of the 
road had paid some of its obligations and 
hat therefore the bonds should be returned 
to the trolley company. 
Trouble of this 


character will piobably end now that JJr, 
Leland has the property. 
He lias purchased 


nil the stock except that owned by William 
Jenks Fell, the promoter of the road. 
The 


inal hearing in the band matter was fixed 
for July 13. 


Doylestown celebrated the Fourth in old-

consisted of a parade in which the company 
participated in addit on to giving a fire drill, 
iompany G, of the National Guards, the 


Quakertown band, and the Zook Fife and 
Drum Corps, of Norristown, were in line, 
and the balance of the procession was made 
up of floats advertising business establish- 
ments, with all sorts of queer devices inten- 
ded to nmuse the public, principally negro 
characters in odd caits and other vehicles. 
i'he parade was a very ontei'tuiuhie feature 
of the celebration. 
The shrill music of fife 


and drum, the martial strains of the baud 
and the popping of hundreds of crackers 
and torpedoes made things lively in the old 
town, which was very gay with flags and 
bunting on stores and dwellings. It was a 
holiday cnjoytd by everybody, and the fire 
company was congratulated upon the suc- 
cessful management of the affair. 
In addi- 


tion to witnessing the public entertainment, 
which took place in the morning, many peo- 
ple left town in the afternoon upon picnic or 
fishing excursions, and in the evening sever- 
al hundreds went to Willow Grove. 


The closing scene in the legal career of

on Monday, when the County Commissioners 
passed a bill of $79.4S to defray the expenses 
incident to an ivestigation of the charges 
against Mr. Wright in order that the Bucks 
County Bar Association might determine 
whether the unfortunate young attorney 
should be expelled frsm the Association, 
Mr. Wright's name was stricken from the 
records by the court, and there the matter 
has ended.

There are but four sleeping rooms in 
the entire building. Those who have 
had experience at the state capital will 
appreciate the fact tha: these accom- 
modations are entirely too limited to 
meet the demands upon a governor of 
a state like Pennsylvania. Frequently 
the governors of other commonwealths 
call upon the chief executive of a state 
like ours to gain information as to the 
methods employed in Ihe various de- 
partments. The president of the United 
States, or members of his cabinet who 
might be visiting Pennsylvania would 
naturally call upon the chief executive. 
In fact, for them not to do so might be 
construed as a great discourtesy or at 
least a lack of official consideration. 
The governor must entertain such of- 
ficials at his own expense, but the 
stale at least should supply sleeping 
apartments. 


There is a room on the upper floor 


of the executive mansion which, ow- 
.ng to the angles of the roof, is hardly 
fit to sleep in. 
It was purposed to 


raise a portion of the roof to make 
this room serviceable (i|lfe| sleeping 
apartment. A number otflj^ changes 
were suggested by members of 
the 


board of public grounds and buildings, 
which is composed of practical men of 
affairs. 
Governor Stone, when he re 


viewed their recommendations, saw 
that mp.ny of them were proper and 
eliould, under ordinary conditions, be 
made at once. 


GOVERNOR STONE SAYS "NO." 
Recognizing, however, the condition 


of the finances of the state, he prompt- 
ly declared that no money should b« 
expended for such purposes until there 
shall be ample funds in the treasury to 
meet all pressing obligations. 


In an official statement sent to the 


Associated Press after the circulation 
of reports charging Governor Stone 
with the responsibility for these sev- 
eral Items of proposed expenditures, 
T. L Eyre, superintendent of public 
grounds and buildings, said: "The 
board had no intention at any time to 
make these expeclitures. The governor 
opposed the outlay. These items were 
in the schedule of possible things re- 
quired during the coming year, like 
many other items that get into the 
BChedtile under the law requiring every 
purchase to be from the iowest public 
bidder, but the items cannot be pur- 
chased except on requisition subse- 
quently approved by the board.

Bristol Electric Light & Power Co., and of 
the Artesian Ice Co., and was treasurer of 
the Bristol Libiary Association.

so one of the promoters and until recently a 
director of the Bristol & Langhorue Trolley 
Company. 


Mr. Gilkeson's kindness of heart can be 


fully attested by many people. Many homes 
in Biistol are owned by families today that 
bought and paid lor them with almost no ia- 
couveuieuee through his advice and sugges- 
tions. He took an interest iu the welfare of 
those who came to him and pointed out to 
them the proper methods to pursue. 
Ho 


helped people to help themselves thus being 
much more of a philanthropist thau those 
who indiscriminately bestow alms upon the 
improvident or unfortunate. 


Mr. Gilkeson was one otthe original mem- 


beis and the prime mover iu establishing St. 
Paul's Episcopal Mission. 
He devoted to it 


nuch care and thought. 
Under the commit- 


tee of management, of which he was the 
head, the mission grew in influence and pur- 
chased a valuable building site on Jefferson 
avenue upon which was erected the building 
where his funeral services were held. 


He was a member of Bristol Lodge, No 25,

he was a prominent member. 


In politics Mr. Gilkeson was a Republican.

To Double Its Capacity. 


The Bristol Rolling Mill is now in thor- 


ough running order. 
The eight inch mill 


used for the manufacture of the smaller 
sizes of merchant iron was started up yester- 
day morning. The mill now employs alto- 
gether about the same number of men as be- 
fore the closing down seven years ago. Two 
new south furnaces are being erected which 
when completed will double the capacity of 
the mill, making it capable of producing forty 
tons of manufactured iron per day. 
These 


impiovemeuta will necessitate tlie employ- 
ment of over twenty more men to handle the 
double quantity of scrap iron and to run the 
furnaces. 
The mill has ample roll capacity 


to use the additional amount of iron. 
The 


erection of the new furnaces puts the mill on 
an economical basis and will enable it to 
compete with larger mills for its share of 
business at any stage of the market. The 
influence of the operating ot the mill has al- 
ready been felt ia the town. A number of 
families bave moved here and a large num- 
ber of men now have employment at home 
who were heretofore forced to leave the town 
to make their living. The other industries 
mostly employ women and children.
